A MOST IMPORTANT WORK 

Soon after we moved to our new location, 
a letter came from Mr. Allen Wilson, of 
Washington, D.C. His words sound so good 
we want to share many of them with you: 

"I have been a member of the Fellowship 
for a number of years, and have derived 
great intellectual and spiritual profit from 
it. 

I personally, believe that it is the 
most important work in the world. This is 
a very broad statement: the most important 
work in the world. Yet this is what I have 
believed about it for a long time, and after 
much thinking and re-thinking the matter, it 
is what I still believe about it. I reason 
thus: Without religion life is meaningless, 
and without the things Spiritual Frontiers 
stands for religion is meaningless. And 
trying to put meaning into life is certainly 
the most important work in the world. Not 
only is it the most important, it is the 
most urgently-needed work. All delinquency, 
crime, warfare, brinkmanship, and the other 
horrors that beset us are caused by people 
whose lives are without sense, direction or 
purpose. Only religion can put meaning into 
such lives—that is, only vital religion, 
the kind of religion Spiritual Frontiers is 
trying to reawaken in the churches." 

"I am happy to be associated with you in 
this most important work in the world." 

We were going to add a suggestion to Mr. 
Wilson's words, but somehow it doesn’t seem 
appropriate. We simply hope that in our 
expansion efforts we can be worthy of lead¬ 
ing others who may share this gentlemen’s 
convictions about the Importance and urgency 
of our work.
